BEAR SIR. 

1 am desired hy the Rommittet 1 of the British Associa¬ 
tion on Zoological Bibliography and Publication to clraw 
vorn* attention to the following statement: — 

It is lh“ general opinion of scientific workers. with 
which the Gonunittee cordially agrees: 

(1) Thal each part of a serial publication should 
have the clate of adual ]>ublication. as near as may 
be, printed on the wrappor. and when possible. on 
the last slieel sent lo press. 

(2) Tliat authors’ separate copies should be issiied 
with the original pagiuation and plate-nuinbers clearly 
iudicated on each page and plate. and with a rclerence 
to the original place of publication. 

(:») Thal authors* separate copies should not be 
diMributed privately betöre the paper has beeil 
published in tim regulär niauner/ 
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Tlie Committee. however, observes Unit these ciistoms 
are bv 110 means universal, and constant roinplaints are 
made that one or other of them is not put into force, ln 
rase the Publication or Society witli which vou are con¬ 
nected does not coniply wild lhe.se desiderata, the Committee 
ventures to ask whether it would not he possible for il 
so to coniply in futnre. Should you, however. have any 
good reasons against the adoption of these suggestions. 
the Committee would be inucli obliged if you would kindly 
inforni them of your reasons. in order that they mav be 
guided in their futnre action. 

The Committee fnrthei* begs to ask for your ro-ope- 
ration in the following matter. There are certain rutes of 
conduct lipon which the best workers are agreed. but wliich 
it is impossible to enfoive. and to which it is diüicult to 
convert the mass of writers These are: 

4. That it is desirable to express the snbject of 
one's paper in its title, while keeping the title as 
concise as possible. 

5. Thal new species should be properly diagnosed 
and figured when [) 0 ssible. 

6 That new names should not be proposed in 
irrelevant footnotes. or anonymous paragraphs. 

7. That references Io previous publications should 
be made fully and correetly. if possible in aceordance 
witli ono of the recognized sets of rules for quota- 
lion, such as Ihal rerently adopted by the Frencli 
Zoological Society. 

The Committeii ventures to poiut out tliat these and 
similar matiers are wholly within the control of editors 
(n'dadlon) and Publishing committees. and any assistance 
which you ran lend in puttting them into eifert will be 
valued, not inerely by the Committee, but. we fee] sure. 
by zoologisls in general.
